Rain over the week end = has 
caused some delay in harvest op- 
erations, although on Monday a 


number of farmers were again cut- 
tjne rain and stooking the bun- 


dles, Some threshing has been 
done and yields of wheat seem to 
he running anywhere from eight 


to 35 bushels to the acre, depend- 
ing location. To the east the 
crops are not so good, but west of 
there is almost an average 
outside of the hailed strip 
about six miles west on the blind 
line, and running north, 

From all indications most farm- 
ers Will have sufficient coarse 
feeds to carry their stock through 
the winter, but feed grain will be 
scarce on some farms and if) mix- 
ed farming is to be carried on in 
the usual way some feed grains 
Will have to be purchased, With 
this in view the local elevators are 
holding up shipments of coarse 
vrain now coming into the eleva 
tors until threshing is completed so 
that feeders will have an oppor- 
tunity to determine their needs 
and place orders locally before the 
feed grains and seed are shipped 
out,

hideout and continued his journey, 
playing as he went along, getting 
good practise as well as passing 
the time during the crisis.

| HOW TO HAMMER 


It is little consolation after hit- 
‘ing your thumb violently with a 
hammer, to hear the old wise-crack 
“Why don’t you hold the hammer 
With both hands"? And in any 
case, it's not the way the hammer 
is held, so much as the way the 
nail is held. 

There are two ways to hammer 
a nail, One often leads to smashed 
thumbs; the other to the insertion 
of the nail without trouble. The 
correct way is to hold the nail be- 
ween the thumb and forefinger 
near the head of the nail. If the 
nail slips, the hammer head tends 
to brush the thumb and finger to 
one side with little damage. 

The wrong way to support the 
nail is at the base, This results in 
injury because the thumb = and 
forefinger are more or less station: 
iry against the surface being nail- 
ed. If the nail slips the hammer 
descends and smashes the thumb 
ind forefinger against the solid 
surface,
